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THE STORY OF THE JEFFERSON NICKEL

Talk delivered at the Educational Forum, A.N.A. Cleveland Convention, 1964 


T HIS is the story behind the Jef- 
ferson nickel. Twenty-six years 
ago an American numismatic event 
moved me into the spotlight for a 
short time, and it is a general opinion 
that it made me rich and famous. 
Recently Jefferson nickel collectors 
have taken me out of the moth balls 
and, I must admit, I enjoy it. The 
story of the Jefferson nickel has inter- 
woven in it many human elements. 
To impress upon you that the winning 
of the competition was more than just 
an accidental achievement, as some 
may think, I shall have to relate to 
you something of my background. 

I have won more than 15 monetary 
awards and numerous honorable men- 
tions, all in open competition here and 
abroad. The reason for injecting per- 
sonal references here and there is 
that exacting details, specifications, 
and terms of contracts, with statistics, 
might be very dry to most of you. Just 
to set the record straight, and to cor- 
rect errors concerning the often dis- 
puted Jefferson nickel competition, I 
have written my life story. It is not 
for publication but someday it may 
be of interest to a Jefferson nickel 
collector. It describes my studies at 
the former Royal Academy of Art in 
Munich, Germany, which I attended 
for seven years. It was, at that time, 
an exclusive school of classical tradi- 
tion, giving lectures on art, art his- 
tory, architecture, and demonstrations 
in anatomy. Emphasis was placed on 
the spatial relationship of sculpture. 

A chapter refers to my experiences 
as a front line soldier, my long hos- 
pitalization due to shrapnel wounds, 
my convalescence, and my struggle 
to find my way back to a normal life. 
It was during the latter part of my 
recovery that I won first prize for my 
models for a monumental fountain, 
and first prize for the design of a 
Red Cross medal. The 1918-19 revolu- 
tion had very direct and serious ef- 
fects on my entire life. Another facet 
of my life story touches on my ex- 


periences as a mountain climber in 
the European Alps. Mountain climbing 
is exhilarating and challenging, and 
it presents dangers, which I did not 
realize at that time as an adventurer. 
It is like a call or defiance to a per- 
sonal contest. Climbing solo to the 
peak of a mountain — you are very 
much alone, confronting an awesome 
spectacle: such enormity of dimen- 
sions, a closeness to the universe. 
“There is an unearthly silence.” You 
feel the tremendous power of all crea- 
tion. After such revelation and drama,

you hesitate to turn back to city life 
because the contrast is so great, so 
startling. It influenced my mind and 
spirit, my attitude toward life, and 
prepared me well to endure all the 
hardships and struggle in later years 
when at times everything around me 
seemed to crash. 

Now my story comes to the 1930’s. 
The life of most sculptors in the de- 
pression years was rather hard. Not 
all lived in splendor. Sometimes I 
worked in ivory, window displays, sil- 
ver, and for half a year with pick 
and shovel and, at the same time, as 
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a busboy at night just to make a 
living. I was always on the move — 
New York, Chicago, Detroit, New 
York, and back to Chicago. Here I 
finally could rent a studio, found 
artist friends living on big hopes, 
working long hours. Artists love good 
conversation, and our talks were in- 
teresting and lively. The reward: you 
were lifted spiritually, hardships were 
forgotten, the imagination raced 
beyond this world to one of eternal 
art. Just a dream. Sculptures were 
seen in a fabulous light. It was an 
inspiration to work, to fight with the 
materia that continual quest to find 
the concrete form, that elusive goal. 
Our aim was always high; the works 
of great artists of bygone days were 
the shining stars. It is the mission of 
the artist to translate his time to 
which he is fixed, arrested, into a 
definite form. 

In the 30’s the section of fine arts 
in Washington, D.C., sent leaflets to 
artists announcing competitions and 
news pertaining to government activi- 
ties relating to art. Late in 1937, or 
early 1938, the department invited all 
American sculptors to compete for a 
new five cent coin, to be known as 
the Jefferson nickel. It was the first 
and only competition of this kind ever 
held in this country. Prospective com- 
petitors were admonished that there 
were specific legal and other condi- 
tions which must be accurately com- 
plied with in creating a model; and 
that, before proceeding, competitors 
should get the specifications. After 
receiving the detailed form announce- 
ment regarding subject matter, size of 
models, coinage rules, etc., I made a 
series of pencil sketches without 
having an actual portrait in mind — 
just a composition. But the funda- 
mental object for me was to find a 
likeness that portrayed the character 
and strong facial features of the great 
American as I imagined him. None 
of the portraits of Jefferson in my 
collection satisfied me. In my search 
I read everything I could find about 
Jefferson. I felt that unless I could 
somehow discover what I was looking 
for, my participation in the competi- 
tion was uncertain. About ten o’clock 
one evening after a hard day’s work, 
I entered an old bookstore in my 


neighborhood to browse. To my sur- 
prise and excitement, the first maga- 
zine I opened contained a portrait of 
Jefferson that inspired me and which 
I intuitively knew depicted the noble 
qualities of the true American states- 
man. That part of the competition, 
that search, was over and my decision 
to compete was certain. 

In an open competition one has to 
strive harder than when the commis- 
sion is given outright to a favorite 
son. In an open competition the win- 
ning design is bound to be criticized 
more severely. Contemplate the dis- 
appointment of the other artists in the 
competition who worked hard also, 
spent uncounted hours and who re- 
ceived no compensation whatsoever. In 
submitting the designs, all the names 
of the participants were in individual 
sealed envelopes so that the jurors 
could not be influenced by the name 
of someone they knew. As I was oc- 
cupied with other sculptural projects, 
the work on my interpretation, within 
the rules set up by the Treasury De- 
partment, forced me to work in the 
time spot from 10 p.m. until 4 in the 
morning. 

To me, as a sculptor, the Greek coins 
were always of the greatest interest. 
This is not to imply that other nations 
and cultures in different centuries did 
not create beautiful coins of highest 
artistic value. I marvel at the fresh- 
ness, technique and beauty of the 
Greek coins. There was an intense 
drive and constant challenge to create 
the most beautiful design, backed by a 
general understanding of art. They 
represented a living force. Complete 
independence of Greek cities and com- 
munities was one reason for the va- 
riety of their coins. Even small cities 
had their own mints and jealously pro- 
tected their rights and privileges. The 
Greek coins are still exciting to me. 
Created in the negative, they give an 
effect one can not imitate by modeling 
in clay or wax. I applied the same 
procedure, cutting the portrait as well 
as the reverse in plaster, always 
making tests. 

The competition requirements were 
to submit the obverse and reverse sides 
of the coin. The subject matter of the 
obverse called for an authentic por- 
trait of Jefferson; the reverse side a 
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representation of Monticello. The 
sculptor whose design won was re- 
quired to execute a formal contract 
with the Treasury Department agree- 
ing, among other things, to make any 
revisions required by the secretary of 
the Treasury without receiving any 
additional compensation. Here are 
some quotes from the specifications: 
“Neither the United States nor any 
officer of the government is liable to 
the sculptor for the use of any idea, 
plan or design expressed, executed or 
submitted by the sculptor in connec- 
tion with the work. The Treasury 
Department is under no obligation to 
show, exhibit or preserve any work 
of the sculptors. If no designs are 
submitted which are of sufficient merit 
to justify an acceptance, no contract 
will be awarded as a result of this 
competition.” But even winning the 
competition, if the corrections asked 
for were not made or accepted, you 
received no compensation at all. The 
models, in order to be acceptable, had 
to be of plaster, not exceeding 8^ 
inches in diameter, the extreme depth 
of the relief 5/32 inch. 

I finished the models one day before 
deadline, photographed them myself, 
and had to race to the proper train 
to get them off or all the time spent 
would have been lost without even 
having a chance. There were 390 
pairs of models submitted; the reason 
for the large number of entries being 
the depression, the prize money, and 
also the genuine desire to create a 
new coin, breaking with the traditional 
designs. The best sculptors in the 
country competed. On April 20, 1938, 
I received a telegram from the super- 
intendent of the section of painting 
and sculpture, asking for my bio- 
graphy; and the next day a telephone 
call to give me the good news that I 
had won the competition. 

But changes were requested: Nine 
suggestions were offered and I was 
advised to submit black and white 
drawings indicating the revisions. It 
meant starting all over again. After 
submitting a new set of drawings to 
the director of the mint, I was advised 
that they were very pleasing and that 
the fine qualities indicated in the 
drawings should be retained in the 
finished work; I should proceed with 
the modeling in clay and photographs 


must be submitted before casting in 
plaster. As I mentioned before, since 
my technique was to carve directly 
negative in plaster, I had no photos 
of any clay models to send for ap- 
proval, so I submitted photos of the 
finished plaster models, which was a 
risk I took. Luckily enough, they were 
accepted and I sent in the final models. 
On July 21, Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, 
then director of the mint, advised me 
that the acting secretary of the treas- 
ury had approved the models and 
Philadelphia was being instructed to 
surrender the prize money. Consider- 
ing the actual time involved to create 
the models, the reward in itself was 
nominal. When the check arrived, 
every cent was used to pay debts ac- 
cumulated due to the sickness, death 
and funeral expenses of someone close 
to me. 

In the year of 1938 I finished the 
sculpture relief for the White Hall, 
Illinois, post office; 1939, twice life 
size stone carvings for Chicago 
Heights, and also a small athletic 
group for Champaign, Illinois; 1940, I 
worked on a relief of three runners 
more than life size. The future seemed 
bright and promising. There were in- 
spiring offers for the Governor Horner 
monument, one for Admiral Moffett, 
and an appointment with President 
Roosevelt was planned for the creation 
of a marine monument. Then the war 
came. Planned commissions and prom- 
ises of others were halted. Materials 
were difficult to obtain. All national, 
state and personal interests in art were 
at a low. It seemed that everything 
which meant life to me was crashing. 
I spent time and money to get other 
commissions. My economic situation 
became desperate. I was over 50 years 
of age, had no mechanical training, 
and had never worked in a factory. 
As a sculptor I always had maintained 
an optimistic and hopeful view. Even 
though I went through many adversi- 
ties I kept my faith. At the beginning 
of the war I tried to enlist in the U. S. 
Army. As I was still in good physical 
condition I expected to be accepted. 
I had all my belongings packed and 
stored. Then came the letter from 
the War Department commending me 
for my patriotism but refusing me be- 
cause they said a man of my age could 
not stand the rigors of army life. 
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Since early youth, photography was 
my hobby. I used it to photograph my 
own work. Now it appeared to be the 
only avenue of livelihood left to me. 
I opened my own portrait studio in 
Owosso (Mich.) and luck was with 
me this time. One of the first photo- 
graphs I took was of a young lady 
who was so pleased with it that she 
entered the portrait in a contest in 
California. It won her a first prize 
and a professional modeling career. 
This kind of news spread fast in a 
small city and soon my appointment 
book was full. After I had established 
a going business in photography, I had 
calls to do sculptural work, but by now 
I was accustomed to eating regularly 
and not having to wonder where my 
next meal would come from, or when 
I could obtain the next commission. 
It was the first time in my adult life 
that I felt a sense of security. I re- 
fused all offers of sculpture as none 
were definite commissions. 

A few years ago I retired. The Jef- 
ferson nickel popped up again. I was 
re-discovered, due to the upsurge of 
interest in coins. There were requests 
for my signature from collectors. One 
dealer came to me with a carload of 
coin books to autograph. I found out 


that my signature was being sold, my 
letters of correspondence were being 
used for personal advantage, and 
books I signed were advertised for 
sale. At one coin show I saw a me- 
mento that I had given away priced 
at $500. I thought: I have the name, I 
might as well have the game! When 
I began asking $1.50 for my signature, 
and $5.00 for an autographed card 
with a photo montage of the prize- 
winning design of the Jefferson nickel, 
the flood stopped. 

By this time you will have realized 
that the story of the Jefferson nickel 
is not an isolated event, but the story 
of a sculptor’s trials and tribulations. 
And it did not make me rich and 
famous. But do not draw the conclu- 
sion that I have grown bitter toward 
life. Far from it! I still keep looking 
in the sky, and at the stars, and still 
admire the often monumental beauty 
of creation. In closing, may I thank 
my host, the Council of Greater Cleve- 
land Coin Clubs and their members for 
their kind invitation. I am glad to see 
so many interested people, numisma- 
tists and collectors. My sincere best 
wishes to the American Numismatic 
Association for a successful convention 
— the greatest ever in its history.

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PAYABLE AT THE FRANKLIN PRESS - OR IS IT?

Another modern die struck forgery, 
the Franklin Press token, has ap- 
peared. As in other recent discov- 
eries of new spurious pieces, this speci- 
men also came from England, and one 
begins to wonder where this activity 
will end. 

The original Franklin Press token 
was issued in 1794 in England as one 
of the many copper tradesmen tokens 
of Middlesex county. This token has 
very little relationship to early Amer- 
ican coinage. In literature, however, 
the Franklin Press has been associ- 
ated with Benjamin Franklin because 
he had operated the press while 
learning the printing trade at the 


Watts Printing Works in England. 

An extensive study of the history 
and detail about this token was writ- 
ten by Raymond Williamson for the 
Benjamin Franklin issue of The Nu- 
mismatist (December, 1956), page 1371. 

The new forgery has several dis- 
tinguishing features that are clearly 
convincing as to its status. A most 
obvious one is the exact duplication 
of the letter position and spacing, even 
to the extent of errors in letter 
spacing. On the original, the R in 
press is too close to the P leaving a 
wide gap between the R and E. This 
feature is duplicated on the forgery. 
On the original, the first A of payable

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is too close to the Y which again is 
duplicated on the forgery. The wide 
spacing between the 7 and 9 in the 
date was likewise duplicated, and the 
stop below the date is much closer to 
the S of sic rather than centered be- 
tween that S and the S of libertas. 

Strangely enough, two different 
types of S were used on the forgery, 
while on the original, they are all 
alike. The two S’s in sic and libertas 
are tall and thin, while a smaller 
thicker squattier S was used in 
surgetque. In the original, each S is 
cut with the same punch into the die, 
the S of libertas even being recut so 
that another S shows just past the 
recut S. The forgery is not cut with 
punches. 

On the forgery, the extreme upper 
left portion of the press touches the 
right foot of the R of doctrina, while 
on the original, the press touches the 
left foot of the R. On the forgery, 
the L in London differs from the L in 
franklin, while on the original, they 
are cut with the same letter punch. 

The forgery has the lettering very 
close to the heavy border denticles, 
whereas on the original, it is further 


away. The originals were struck with- 
out the use of a collar, and the flange 
is much thinner on the edges. The 
planchet for the forgery appears to 
have been held in a crude collar, and 
when struck, creates a high edge 
around the periphery. The surface of 
the forgery is also quite smooth, al- 
most prooflike, and more unnatural in 
appearance when compared to the 
cruder surface of a normal trades- 
man’s token. The forgery is artificial- 
ly toned in color. The weight of the 
forgery is 133 *,6 grains as compared 
to 115 to 120 grains for the average 
genuine token. 

With all this, what can be ex- 
pressed but disgust. This token and 
its symbolic status has now been 
harmed, and may never be the same. 
To date, I know of only one forged 
specimen, and can only wonder to 
what extent these forgeries will turn 
up, and from where. I suspect it 
won’t be long before others of this 
type will appear on the scene. It is 
hopeful that this description of the 
forgery will be helpful to prevent 
further deception. 


Historical Situation Being Rectified 

Charles Tatman, a law student of Worcester, Mass., conducted the numis- 
matic section of a New York magazine called Plain Talk in the year 1891. He 
also became an enthusiastic booster of Dr. George F. Heath’s attempt to or- 
ganize an American Numismatic Association. Although Dr. Heath was editor 
of The Numismatist , he nominated his friendly rival’s magazine as the official 
organ of the embryo A.N.A. 

Tatman learned that the temporary officers selected were a president from 
Chicago, a vice president from Ontario, a secretary (himself) from Massachu- 
setts, a treasurer from Milwaukee, and trustees from Indiana, Ontario, and 
Jamestown, N. Y., all to work with a founder in Monroe, Mich. In an editorial 
in the first official issue of August, 1891, he commented: “Such a disjointed or- 
ganization as the new society is at best an unwieldly affair to handle, and the 
setting into motion is necessarily a clumsy operation. But perhaps Dr. Heath’s 
way is the best possible.” 

Founder Dr. Heath’s “way” has prevailed since the Association was or- 
ganized. Its various offices have been scattered throughout the United States 
and Canada from that day hence. Its business has been conducted from the 
multiple locations in “an unwieldly . . . and . . . clumsy operation,” causing a loss 
of time, effort and money to the many dedicated officials with only minor at- 
tempts to alter the situation. 

But now — after 73 years — something has and is being done! The A.N.A. 
is heeding the criticism of its first secretary, Charles Tatman. All of its facili- 
ties will soon be established under one roof in its own national home and head- 
quarters. This gigantic project has been brought from a mere dream of the 
future to an actual reality by the untiring efforts of a committee composed of 
dedicated officials working literally around the clock. 

Thanks to many gracious donors, including a benefactor and several 
patrons, the building fund is rapidly approaching the $100,000 mark. The 
foundation has been established, but more help is needed. So, dig in and dig 
up, you individuals and clubs who have not yet done so. See that your name 
graces the pages of that beautiful leather album made especially for the pur- 
pose and to be displayed permanently in the new home. — Jack W. Ogilvie

National Coin Week, April 24 
through May 1, has as its theme 
"‘Good Will Through Numismatics.” 
If you have not already done so, start 
the New Year out right by appointing 
your NCW chairman and committees 
at your January meeting. 

Some shrewd person suggested this 
committee should include an official 
co-chairman who could succeed to the 
chairmanship the following year or 
two. This is an excellent idea as it 
would insure trained and informed 
workers from year to year. Your 
activities throughout the year, cli- 
maxed by National Coin Week, can 
mean the difference between a club 
that is highly respected in your com- 
munity and one that is merely toler- 
ated. 

Within the next two weeks the sec- 
retary of your club should receive a 
letter, the official entry report, and 
NCW cards for use with your exhibits. 
There will also be A. N. A. member- 
ship application forms, because points 
are included in the judging scale 
guide for each new A. N. A. member 
you sign up. Your secretary should 
have these applications at all times 
and may obtain them from Executive 
Secretary Don Sherer, 3520 N. 7th St., 
Phoenix, Ariz. 85014. 

Your members should start plan- 
ning exhibits now so they will know 
what supplies they will need. If you 
wish to participate in the individual 
class, please write to me for supplies. 
If you participate as a club, the mem- 
bers can work together on some of 
their ideas and exhibits. Libraries and 
schools like educational material in- 
cluded which will help teach in an 
interesting way. Travel agencies will 
help you obtain literature and some- 
times maps and photos. They like 
your exhibits, too. You might talk 
each of a group of stores in a shop- 
ping area into using an exhibit from 


a different country, and build them 
around one continent. For example, 
“A Salute to North America,” or 
South America, or Asia, Europe, Africa, 
the Far East, or any group. People 
would go from store to store to see 
the various exhibits, which is good 
publicity for the stores, too. 

Banks and savings and loan associa- 
tions are always interested in money. 
One clever idea was a small eye- 
catching exhibit in a bank window 
with a sign saying “If you are inter- 
ested in money, there is more inside.” 
The bank’s president chuckled at this 
because, after all, money was his busi- 
ness. There were also more exhibits 
inside the bank. 

Have you written the governor of 
your state to ask him to sign a Na- 
tional Coin Week proclamation? Why 
not? You’ll never know unless you 
try, and if you wait too long some- 
one else might beat you to it. Tell him 
that the A. N. A. sponsors NCW each 
year, that the theme this year is 
“Good Will Through Numismatics.” 
Tell him how your club is planning 
to help create good will at home or on 
an international basis, and that there 
are other clubs in your state. How 
many governors can we get to sign 
proclamations in our 50 states? I be- 
lieve it could be close to 100 per cent. 
If you need a sample of a proclama- 
tion, let me know as I have a couple 
of different ones. 

Remind your club secretary to 
watch for the NCW letter with the 
sample material. Remind the mem- 
bers that they must get going on this. 
If you have not received the letter 
by January 25, please let me know. 
It is later than you think. If you 
meet once a month, you have only 
three or four more meetings until 
April 24 will be upon you. This is the 
fourth month we have tried to tell 
you about National Coin Week, and 
we greatly appreciate the good space 
and publicity publications have given 
to this A. N. A. activity. Now please, 
don’t come to me after it’s over and 
say, “We didn’t do anything because 
we didn’t know about it.” — Lois Otis,

Swelling the list of patrons still 
further is Albert J. Tanck, A.N.A. 
6762, of Kenosha, who sent numis- 
matic items valued at $2,100 to the 
auctioneer. 

Nor do the smaller gifts go un- 
noticed. Omitting the benefactor and 
patrons of the last month, there are 
134 contributors listed in this report 
whose gifts average nearly $60 each. 
Among these are a nonmember in 
Canada ($25), a nonmember coin club 
in the northwest ($50). A man in 
Vermont whose membership number is 
below 3,000 who sent a check and 
wrote: “I think it (the headquarters) 
should be built as near as possible to 
the geographical center of the U. S., 
not including Alaska and Hawaii.” A 
rather new member, who terms him- 
self a dealer-collector, sent a check 
for $10, and offered to advertise that 
he would give 5% of the amount of 
all orders received in a given week. 


Then there is the member in Singa- 
pore who is sending . . . but his con- 
tribution has not arrived yet so it 
will be reported later. 

“The response to date has been 
splendid,” said General Chairman 
Charles Johnson, “but there is still a 
long way to go!” True, but there are 
more than 24,000 members to be heard 
from and it is unthinkable that many 
of these are unable or unwilling to do 
their share. Every collector, numis- 
matist, dealer and club that enjoys 
the hobby and believes in its advance- 
ment has a vital stake in the welfare 
of A.N.A.

"He Dwells Nowhere That Dwells Everywhere” 

The American Numismatic Association is more than a monthly magazine, 
a lending library and an annual convention. It is much more than 25,000 
collector-members and a handful of officers to administer the organization. It 
is an institution, and at long last it is about to take on physical form. In its 
instinctive search for identification, the human mind reaches for some symbol 
to capture its interest and allegiance. To sustain his loyalty, the average A.N.A. 
member needs a sense of identification with a home, a central location to which 
he can proudly say he belongs. He wants a cultural haven for his organiza- 
tion’s numismatic treasures, its records of great numismatic personalities and 
events, its literature and achievements. 

What prominence and leadership we have attained during our 75 years of 
corporate growth has been sustained in spite of our lack of a national home — 
not because of it. General secretaries and officers of the past and present, with 
their homes or temporary office spaces, have served as isolated headquarters, 
accomplishing their tasks laudably under considerable difficulties and often for 
small fees. A continuation of this concept of national administration is un- 
thinkable. It could not be continued for a much longer time. The A.N.A., in 
modern understandable terms is “big business,” and being in the nature of a 
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service organization cannot function beyond a possible 20 per cent effectiveness 
without concentration of records, personnel and property in a centrally located 
building. Our investment as members is presently being squandered on an 
outdated guidance system, one which served its purpose by older, less de- 
manding standards but must soon be updated for today’s stern organizational 
necessities. 

The plan to establish a site by February, 1965, is a positive approach to 
the accomplishment of a permanent headquarters. Aside from the raising of 
adequate funds, the most important step is to choose a city location. When 
the city is decided upon and possibly a site for the building selected, we can 
expect the fund raising campaign to be stimulated. There is nothing like 
knowing where your target is for the kind of results we are shooting for. Most 
of us know why we have set this goal, and when we will act, but when we know 
where we will locate we have no further questions about objectives and our 
willingness to participate is going to get pretty strong. 

What about our scattered part time key men and their assistants? These 
dedicated people, both elected and appointed, deserve every human considera- 
tion for their future. A difficult decision confronts these people, an inevitable 
one in the face of change and progress. No individual servant of the A.N.A. 
could have accomplished more in their tasks isolated from one another, as they 
are, with only occasional contacts at conventions, interim meetings and chance 
encounters. 

All present appointed officers should be given first choice for their respec- 
tive positions in the new location. This part of the program is the most difficult 
to resolve because each appointed officer is serving part time and has local ties 
of long standing. Most could not move to another city. As a committee mem- 
ber this writer has no special suggestion for the transition of present personnel, 
or new appointments to replace them, when the zero hour is reached. Con- 
solidation of two or more duties into one department seems justified in the 
interest of efficiency and a fair level of income for each staff member. What- 
ever individual solution is found, it is our sincere hope that it will be accom- 
plished with fairness and understanding. — R. S. Yeoman, LM 84

Texas Honored By Statehood Medal 



The 12th statehood medal struck by Presidential Art Medals, Inc., P. O. Box 
187, Englewood, Ohio, commemorates Texas. Ralph J. Menconi, widely known 
sculptor designed the medal which will be available as follows: 25 serially 
numbered pieces in pure platinum at $500 each; 7,500 serially numbered pieces 
in .999 pure silver at $10 each; unlimited quantity in bronze at $2.50 each. 
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The Case For Keeping Silver In Our Coins 


With the turn of the year, the ad- 
ministration in Washington faces many 
problems. Not the least of these con- 
cerns our coinage system and the 
diminishing supply of silver. Trial 
balloons during recent months indi- 
cate that Congress will probably be 
asked to reduce or eliminate silver in 
our coins. 

Compelling reasons for retaining an 
intrinsically valuable coinage were 
summarized by Sen. Wallace F. Ben- 
nett (R., Utah) in an address to the 
American Mining Congress convention 
in Portland, Ore., on Sept. 16, 1964. 
He said: 

“Eventually, controlled and planned 
reduction of the silver content in our 
coins is the only possible solution to 
the dilemma. It is desirable, however, 
to keep some silver in the coins. We 
have always had silver in our coin- 
age; and although the value of the 
coins is not dependent on their silver 
content, silver has had a stabilizing 
effect and has given confidence in our 
money. This has been particularly 
true since gold coins were withdrawn 
from circulation in 1933. The fact 
that our coins have always had a 
reasonable intrinsic value and that 
it has been possible to redeem paper 
money for silver has allayed justi- 
fiable fears of a system which had 
nothing in it but printing press 
money.” 

It was in 1792 that Congress en- 
acted the monetary law proposed by 
Treasury Secretary Alexander Hamil- 
ton, embodying the views of Washing- 
ton and Jefferson. Although he would 
have preferred a strictly gold stand- 
ard, Hamilton recommended a bi- 
metallic standard because of the wide 
currency of Spanish silver coins and 
the great public confidence in them. 

The new coinage did not appear 
promptly. Then, as now, there was 
a silver shortage with no visible 
prospect of alleviating it. The first 
silver received in our new mint was 
from the Bank of Maryland, which 
in 1794 deposited $80,715.73% worth 
of French silver coins to be melted 
down and converted into U. S. coins. 

The feeling for money of intrinsic 
value moved westward as the fron- 
tiers opened up. Without question 
it was solidified during the Adminis- 
tration of Andrew Jackson when 
banks and commercial establishments, 
during a financial crisis, flooded the 
country with an amount of paper 


small change far exceeding the 
amount of currency in circulation. 

The distrust of “shinplasters” be- 
came firmly imbedded in the far west 
following the gold and silver discov- 
eries that began at Sutter’s Creek 
in 1848. In the absence of coins, gold 
and silver as dust or nuggets were 
the preferred media of exchange. The 
western states and territories leaped 
into the breach with issues of their 
own. In 1854 the United States opened 
a branch mint in San Francisco to 
handle the huge output of the new 
mines. 

That the tradition of “real money” 
is still strong in the west was driven 
home during Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee hearings in April, 
1964, on the question of minting ad- 
ditional silver dollars — now scarce 
because of collecting and hoarding. 

Sen. Mike Mansfield (D., Montana) 
for example, announced himself as 
“a believer in the silver dollar — I like 
to hear it clink and clank; I like to 
throw it over the counter and maybe 
some people on occasion, like to throw 
it on the bar.” 

Sen. Len B. Jordan (R., Idaho) re- 
vealed that “I was a full grown man 
before I came in contact with a paper 
dollar, because silver dollars were the 
medium of exchange out west and 
I grew to like them and I still do.” 

Testifying at the same hearings, 
Acting Treasury Secretary Robert V. 
Roosa acknowledged that the Treas- 
ury realizes the psychological impor- 
tance of money habits and traditions, 
and tries to cater to them. The Treas- 
ury recognizes the demand for silver 
dollars in the west, said Roosa, “just 
as in New England and some other 
places they still use two dollar bills, 
and we try to make those available 
too. We regard it as part of the 
Treasury’s obligation to come as close 
as we can, within the requirements 
of a systematic monetary system, to 
respect the wishes or habits and tradi- 
tional payment practices of various 
regions in the country.” 

The hearings brought out at least 
one serious economic dislocation that 
would result from drastic reduction 
or elimination of silver from U. S. 
coinage. The automatic vending in- 
dustry in the United States now takes 
in coins at the rate of about $3.5 
billion a year. By 1970 it expects to 
take in about twice as much largely 
by expanding automatic feeding pro- 
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grams in schools, hospitals and recre- 
ational areas (supplementing manual 
feeding). Thomas B. Hungerford, ex- 
ecutive director of the National Auto- 
matic Merchandising Association, tes- 
tified: 

“Because our machines are selling 
merchandise of a given value, we 
must be sure that they accept only 
legitimate U. S. coins. 

“To do this every vending machine, 
with the exception of penny machines 
and those that dispense bulk mer- 
chandise, is equipped with a device 
known as a slug rejector. This small 
but complicated unit puts each nickel, 
dime, and quarter through a number 
of tests. It accepts U. S. coins and 
rejects slugs and foreign coins . . . 

“While I will have to leave a 
description of the technical aspects 
of slug rejectors to other witnesses, 
I can state that the reduction of the 
silver content in silver coins as pro- 
posed in Senator Metcalf's bill — that 
is, a change from 900 silver and 100 
copper to 800 silver and 200 copper — 
will not affect the operation of the 
3,280,000 slug rejectors now in use in 
vending machines throughout the 
country. 

“But if silver should be eliminated 
entirely from our coinage, and alloys 
with different characteristics than 
those of present coins are substituted, 
such a change could wreak havoc not 
only in the automatic vending indus- 
try, but in all industries using coin- 
detection devices. 

“Present machines would reject 
such new coins in the same way as 
slugs. Only the old coinage would 
be accepted. This would virtually put 
vending machines and other coin- 
operated devices out of business be- 
cause of the uncertainty and confu- 
sion on the part of the purchasing 
public. 

“This would confuse and irritate 
millions of consumers who simply 
wouldn't understand why their good 
money suddenly is rejected by the 
machine and will not deliver merchan- 
dise as it did before." 

But present vending machines will 
accept coins of lesser silver content, 
provided the alloy has a high elec- 
trical conductivity. Here is the testi- 
mony of Fred E. Wallin, vice presi- 
dent of National Rejectors, Inc., a 
leading manufacturer of the coin 
mechanisms in vending machines: 

“Our recommendations at this time 
are that if a change in the alloy of 
U. S. silver coins becomes necessary, 


a substitute alloy of 500 parts silver 
and 500 parts copper should be used. 
We know now that coins made from 
such an alloy will be accepted satis- 
factorily by the coin-testing devices 
in the coin-operated machines in the 
United States." 

Telephone companies throughout the 
country would be faced with the same 
problem. Coin telephones operate on 
the same principle of mechanisms that 
reject all coins except the ones for 
which they are designed. A drastic 
change in electrical conductivity char- 
acteristics - in essence, elimination of 
silver — would result in a monu- 
mental change-over expense, and even 
more monumental fits of temper by 
people who couldn’t make a necessary 
telephone call from the comer drug- 
store or a lonely spot on the turn- 
pike. 

Finally, there is one little-discussed 
dislocation that would result from a 
coinage of base metal. Coin counter- 
feiting has long been a neglected art 
because the distinctive “ping” and 
heft of silver makes the risk too great 
for the necessary investment in equip- 
ment and raw material. This is some 
small solace to the Secret Service, 
which now has its hands full keeping 
ahead of increasingly skilled paper 
money counterfeiters familiar with 
the amazing new developments in 
photo-engraving. There have been 
similar developments in metal work- 
ing. Base coinage would be an open 
invitation to revival of the art of coin 
counterfeiting, as many a transit sys- 
tem has discovered to its horror when 
the community was flooded with to- 
kens virtually indistinguishable from 
the real thing. 

Significantly, there is a world trend 
toward resumption of silver coinage 
by countries that once abandoned it. 
These include Italy, Germany, Austria 
and France. It may be prophetic that 
those were precisely the countries in 
western Europe that had gone through 
the most drastic experiences in the 
devaluation of currency. Their gov- 
ernments recognized that coinage of 
intrinsic value creates public confi- 
dence, even if the intrinsic value is 
only a significant fraction of the face 
value. 

Most thoughtful commentators 
agree that a new U. S. coinage should 
meet two major criteria: 

1. That it maintain public confi- 
dence in the integrity of our money. 

2. That it fit itself into our eco- 
nomic structure with a minimum of 
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disturbance or dislocation. 

One example of an existing coinage 
that has met those criteria in a 
sophisticated society similar to our 
own is the Swedish krona. It is 
composed of 40 per cent silver, 50 per 
cent copper, and 5 per cent each of 
nickel and zinc. The Swedish house- 
wife, whose affluence is second only 
to that of the American housewife, 
feels comfortable with it. And it 
works satisfactorily in such coin de- 
vices as vending machines, parking 
meters and public telephones. 


And then, on the other hand, there 
are possible coinages that do not 
meet the above criteria, but which 
may be justified on grounds that they 
get the government out of the silver 
market. The government of Chile 
had such a coinage — an aluminum 
one peso piece that is now largely out 
of circulation because inflation de- 
valued currency to the point that it 
cost more than face value simply to 
manufacture the coin.— (From a Press 
Release of the Silver Committee of

Canadian Firm to Make 
South African Coin Blanks 

The Republic of South Africa has 
ordered 110 million pure nickel coin- 
age blanks from Sherritt Gordon 
Mines Ltd., for the production of the 
new 5-cent, 10-cent, and 50-cent South 
African coins, Eldon L. Brown, presi- 
dent of the Toronto firm has an- 
nounced. South Africa converted to 
decimal coinage from sterling several 
years ago and next year will switch 
from silver to non silver coinage. 
Four out of the seven South African 
coins will be made of pure nickel. 

The Sherritt contract, which was 
won in competition with nickel sup- 
pliers and fabricators from all over 
the world, accounts for the major 
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portion of the requirements of the 
South African Mint. Total weight of 
the blanks will approach one million 
pounds. 

Mr. Brown announced also that his 
firm has received its fifth consecu- 
tive contract under competitive bid- 
ding for pure nickel coinage blanks 
for the 5-cent piece issued by the 
Royal Canadian mint. This contract, 
which calls for the delivery of 75 
million pure nickel blanks, brings the 
total number of blanks to be supplied 
to the Royal Canadian mint to 195 
million. Blanks for both mint orders 
will be produced at the Sherritt re- 
finery and rolling mill at Fort Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta. 

Medals Donated to Building Fund 

Presidential Art Medals, Inc., of 
Englewood, Ohio will donate 10 silver 
medals in the presidential series to the 
A. N. A. building fund section of the 
Houston convention auction. The fol- 
lowing medals, each No. 1 in its series, 
are to be sold as a single lot in the 
sale: George Washington, Franklin D.

Nickel vs. Stainless Steel 
Dear Editor Bradfield: 

May I reply briefly to the letter in 
your November issue from Mr. R. C. 
Finch, in which he advocates the use 
of stainless steel for coins. 

I know of only two countries that 
have replaced their former silver coins 
by stainless steel — Italy and Turkey. 
(France also uses this metal for two 
of its lowest value coins.) Italy had 
in fact decided to use pure nickel for 
the purpose, but the Korean War 
started at that time and nickel be- 
came in short supply, so stainless 
steel was used instead. Turkey is 
very dissatisfied with its coins and 
is planning to replace them as soon 
as the new Istanbul mint has been 
completed. 

The disadvantages of stainless steel 


as a coinage metal are: (1) It is so 
hard that the relief of the designs on 
the coins has to be unduly shallow; 
(2) die wear is excessive for the 
same reason; (3) the coins cannot 
be manufactured throughout in the 
mint, but are purchased from outside 
fabricators as ready-made blanks, 
which results in most of the mint 
equipment and employes being idle 
during the period of coinage; (4) 
there is a very small sale value for 
withdrawn coins; (5) the somewhat 
soapy feel and bluish color of stainless 
steel makes it less attractive than 
silver or nickel. 

Pure nickel is rapidly growing in 
popularity as a coinage metal. During 
the current year (1964) alone, two 
major additions have been made to 
the list of users of this metal — South 
Africa, which is introducing a com- 
plete range of such coins to replace 
the present silver ones, and France, 
which is now issuing a pure nickel 
50 centime coin in addition to the 1 
franc piece which is already struck 
in that metal. I am convinced that 
nickel is the best substitute for silver, 
and as long ago as 1947 I persuaded 
the government of India to replace its 
silver coins with this metal, with ex- 
cellent results. — Major D. V. Deane. 

HAN A and A.N.A. Home Project

history of both the Heart of America 
Numismatic Association and the Amer- 
ican Numismatic Association took 
place last October. Without giving 
greater weight to either, HANA is 
proud to announce that a gift of $2,000 
was voted to the A.N.A. building fund 
at the October meeting. Adding an- 
other first to its record, the Kansas 
City club, A.N.A. No. 4514, thus be- 
comes the first corporate member of 
the Association to take the definite 
step to join the ranks of its patrons. 

In the nearly 31 years since a group 
of collectors met in the home of H. E. 
Rowald on a cold February evening 
in 1934, HANA has thrived and set an 
envious record of numismatic activi- 
ties. Five of the original 13 members 
are still associated with some 250 
other members, many of whom are 
members of A. N. A. HANA has been 
host to two Central States Numismatic 
Society conventions, and several of 
its members have been elected to So- 
ciety offices, including Ray O. Lefman, 
immediate past president. It was Na- 
tional Coin Week winner in Class A 
in 1957 and has held six consecutive

attendance from a wide area. 

The other October event was the 
visit of A.N.A. building site committee 
chairman Charles M. Johnson, who 
was on a trip to inspect several of 
the possible locations for the national 
home and headquarters.

Washington 1783 Cents 

To the Editor: 

Since the presentation of my paper 
on the “Origin of the 1783 Cents,” at 
the A.N.A. convention in Cleveland, 
quite a number of new facts have 
come forward which will be incorpo- 
rated in the forthcoming monograph 
on “Colonial Washington Pieces” by 
Newman, Vlack, and the writer. How- 
ever, to set the record straight, I be- 
lieve the readers should be aware of 
the following several points: 

1. R. N. P. Hawkins independently 


came to the conclusion that TWI 
stood for Thomas Wells Ingram 
at about the same time as the 
writer; however, he published this 
fact in the 1960 Seaby’s Bulletin; 
thus, earlier than the writer. 

2. A number of game counters with 
the initials TWI have been located, 
especially those listed by Batty. 
One illustrates a character from a 
play not written until 1825 in Eng- 
land. An interesting mule with 
TWI counter with an American 
eagle has also been discovered by 
Ralph Edson. 

3. There is no question that the 
Georgius Triumpho pieces were 
struck before 1785 and New Jersey 
and Nova Constellatio cents have 
been struck over Georgius Triumpho 
pieces. These were obviously in- 
tended for American satire on 
George III and details on this will 
be published. 

We encourage readers of The 
Numismatist to report any contempo- 
rary references before 1850 regarding 
any of the 1783 cents, whether they 
be found in magazines, books, or 
newspapers, in this country or in 
England. We acknowledge the con- 
tinuing help of R. Edson, R.N.P. Haw- 
kins, and W. Breen for their help in 
unraveling some of the mysteries of 
these pieces. — G. J. Fuld, P. O. Box

I believe that the American Numis- 
matic Association would be making a 
real contribution to numismatists if 
it would put a stop to this monkey 
business. The best circulated coin is 
X.F. and is supposed to look A.U., and 
anything else is misleading. 

I notice that in the past couple of 
years this disregard for ethical repre- 
sentation of their coins is rubbing off 
on the newer collectors. — Geo. W. 
Mooney

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Five Years of Nazi Domination as Told in Medals 


the struggle for the liberation of 
Europe from the Nazi domination 
has been commemorated in various 
ways. In the formerly occupied coun- 
tries war memorials were erected in 
honor of the resistance movements and 
their members; and also to commem- 
orate the special actions undertaken 
towards the regaining of freedom. A 
statue erected in Amsterdam com- 
memorates the heroic resistance of the 
Amsterdam dockers in February 1941. 
There is a colossal war memorial in 
East Berlin (Treptow) for the Rus- 
sian soldiers who fell in the battle for 
Berlin, the fall of which marked the 
end of the war. A very different sort 
of war memorial stands in the centre 
of West Berlin. This is the bombed 
church on the Kurfuerstendamm, the 
“Kaiser Wilhelm Gedaechtniskirche”. 
The ruins of this church have pur- 
posely not been removed, in order to 
serve as a warning for the dread out- 
come of any future war. Many other 
memorials were set up all over the 
world. Especially deserving of our at- 
tention are the memorials set up in 
the Nazi death camps, such as Ausch- 
witz, Belsec, etc., which commemorate 
the partial extermination of the Jew- 
ish people. 

The exhibition in the Kadman Nu- 
mismatic Museum, Tel-Aviv, in the 
spring of 1964 was concerned with a 
more miniature sort of commemora- 
tive objects than those mentioned 
above. 

The medal, by virtue of being a 
coined piece of metal without any pur- 
chasing power, constitutes a subordi- 
nate branch of numismatics. As a rule 
medals tend to be larger than coins 
and the images on them, whether 
struck or cast, are often more elabo- 
rate than on the coins and frequently 
allegorical in character. The series of 
medals exhibited here were selected 
from a collection of commemorative 
medals of World War II, concerned 
with the West only, which was pre- 
sented to the Kadman Numismatic 
Museum by Maurice Frankenhuis, New 
York ... 

Already during the war, but chiefly 
afterwards, commemorative medals 
were issued by all the countries in- 
volved. The best and most compre- 
hensive series were issued by France 
and Holland. 

These medals were largely struck 
after the war. Some of them indicate 
events by simply portraying the situa- 
tion, such as the one which shows, be- 


neath the legend Europe hitlerienne 
1939-1945, representations of barbed 
wire, a starving man, a concentration 
camp, a hound, small arms, etc. An- 
other medal shows the figure of Gen. 
de Gaulle as he declares: la France a 

PERDU UNE BATAILLE, MAIS LA FRANCE 

n'a pas perdu la guerre. 

A special medal was struck for Jean 
Moulin, founder and organizer of the 
French resistance movement. An anon- 
ymous medal showing the execution 
of members of the resistance has the 
single word fusille for the legend. 
Particularly noteworthy among the 
medals issued to commemorate mem- 
bers of the resistance executed by the 
Germans is the one dedicated to 
Richard Lipper which bears the mes- 
sage he managed to smuggle out of 
prison just before his execution. It 
reads: ma petite maman adoree . . . je 

VAIS ETRE FUSILLE DANS 2 HEURES. TON 
FILS SAURA MOURIR DIGNEMENT GRACE A 
TOI, GRACE AUX PRINCIPES ELEVES QUE TU 
LUI A INCULQUES . . . 

The collection of Dutch medals, part 
of a series struck shortly after World 
War II, not only recalls the dark years 
of the German occupation but also 
presents one with a clear image of 
the character of the Dutch people. A 
few explanations will make this plain 
even to those who do not have a close 
acquaintance with the Dutch people: 

The series reviews the various events 
of the occupation chronologically, 
starting with the invasion on May 10, 
1940, the capitulation five days later, 
the subsequent period of oppression 
and resistance, including the grim 
winter of starvation 1944/45 and the 
occasion of Swedish succour when Al- 
lied planes literally dropped Swedish- 
provided bread and butter onto the oc- 
cupied land, the gradual but certain 
liberation of, first the southern prov- 
inces in autumn 1944, the Battle of 
Arnheim, so costly in Allied lives, and 
finally, the entry of the Canadian 
troops into the western Netherlands 
on May 5, 1945, almost exactly five 
years after the invasion. 

A great number of medals are in- 
scribed with quotations from the 
Netherlands’ national anthem, which 
goes back in origin to the central 
event in Dutch history: The 80 years 
war the nation waged in the 16th and 
17th centuries, under William of Or- 
ange, founder of the present royal 
house, against another overweening 
oppressor — Spain. Even then it was 
evident how closely Calvinistic Hol- 
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land identified itself with the ancient 
Israel of the Bible. One of the themes 
of the national anthem concerns Isra- 
el’s struggle in the period of its early 
kings: god’s hand tried Israel, and 
god's hand will show orange the way. 
See also the inscription on the medal 
bearing the portrait of Queen Wil- 
helmina, as well as the motto of the 
House of Orange: je maintiendrai. 
Bearing this in mind one need not 
wonder why the Dutch are so warm 
in their sympathy for the new Israel, 
for this sympathy springs from inti- 
mate historical identification. 

Another factor which has contri- 
buted mightily to the shaping of the 
Dutch character is the element of wa- 
ter. Much of the land lies below sea- 
level and had to be wrested from the 
sea. Not surprisingly, numerous ex- 
pressions of the language derive from 
this struggle and others are concerned 
with a related aspect — seafaring. The 
inscription on one of the medals who- 
ever GOES ON BOARD, HAS TO SAIL speaks 
for itself. 

Another medal testifies to the fact 
that the Allied forces also knew how 
to exploit the element of the sea. They 
bombed the dykes and succeeded in 
flooding the island of Walcheren, in an 
attempt to drive the Germans out of 
the area. 

The small group of Dutch quislings, 
members of the Netherland’s Nazi par- 
ty, were not slow to appropriate and 
pervert the Dutch traditions. They 
took as their slogan the popular ex- 
pression: HOU ZEE — Keep to the sea; 
this is inscribed on a medal issued by 
the party to mark the capitulation of 
the country. Another example of this 
grotesque misuse of the national tra- 
ditions is the medal awarded to the 
participants of the “flower bulb” long 
distance march. 

Many medals commemorating the 
resistance movement are inscribed 
with quotations from Dutch resistance 
literature. No one reading this litera- 
ture can fail to be aware of the deep 
love shown by these poets for their 
flat and chilly country with its grey 
skies and wide horizons. One of the 
quotations comes from the famous 
poem “The Eighteen Dead” by the 
poet martyr Jan Camper t, who was 
incarcerated by the Germans. Written 
in the darkest months of the war, the 
poem was smuggled out of prison and 
distributed by the resistance. Its line 
“A day follows every night, and every 
cloud will pass ...” came like a ray 
of hope to an oppressed people. 

The Dutch resistance poets wrote 


many poems which depict in stark col- 
ors the terrible fate suffered by the 
Jewish compatriots, but one misses in 
this collection a medal commemo- 
rating the almost total extermination 
of the Jewish population of the Neth- 
erlands. Perhaps the most appropriate 
symbol would have been the yellow 
star of David which every Jew was 
forced to wear, and which, to the con- 
sternation of the German occupiers, 
was saluted by the Dutch population 
as if it were a badge of honor. 

Finally, there are the many medals 
to commemorate the fallen soldiers, 
the sacrifice of whose lives was the 
heavy price that had to be paid for 
freedom. Or, as one Dutch resistance 
poet had written 

“Freedom is no market ware 

Which can be grasped by everyone, 

In darkness it grows 

And ripens in fear and pain ...” 

Another medal shows Winston 
Churchill, the British war leader. In 
obvious allusion to him is the silver 
medal showing a large V (for victory) 
with St. George killing the dragon in 
the background. Still another medal 
commemorates the two battles of Lon- 
don, one in September, 1940 to May, 
1941, and the second June to August 
1944. 

When the allies were strong enough 
to repel the German attacks and even 
to hit back, one encounters German 
propaganda medals on which are re- 
corded the bombing of cultural institu- 
tions, such as the state opera house in 
Munich and the cathedral (Kaiserdom) 
in Aachen. 

The Allies have commemorated the 
various campaigns and battles, and on 
one medal struck for the corps expedi- 
tionnaire francaise in Italy we see the 
French cock savagely attacking the 
German eagle which lies with its back 
against a swastika. Another medal re- 
minds us of the famous battles in the 
Near East: El Alamein, Bir-Hakim, 
Tobruk, etc. The victor of El Alamein, 
Field Marshall Viscount Montgomery, 
has not been forgotten and a beautiful 
medal in especially high relief has 
been issued for him. 

Next come the invasion of Norman- 
dy and the liberation of western Eu- 
rope from the nazi domination. On the 
medal issued for the liberation of 
Alsace the battles of Strasbourg and 
Mulhouse in November, 1944, and of 
Colmar in February, 1945, are especial- 
ly remembered. The reverse of this 
medal shows the figure of an Alsatian 
girl in folk costume carrying a sword, 
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with the coat of arms of Alsace in the 
background. The battle of Arnheim 
has been well commemorated and so 
has the aid of the Canadian troops on 
the western front. Gen. George S. 
Patton, commander of the American 
tank forces, is depicted on another 
medal. The Grand Duchy of Luxem- 
bourg issued a number of medals in 
token of gratitude for its liberators 
from nazi domination. 

The appalling holocaust destroyed 
nearly a third of the Jewish people. 
Only a few managed to escape this 
wholesale slaughter and these tried by 
every means to reach the promised 
land — Eretz Israel. But the severe 
immigration restrictions virtually 


closed the doors to them and so ef- 
forts had to be made to bring them in 
illegally. This struggle of the refugees 
seeking shelter is depicted allegorically 
on a medal, created by the Jewish 
medalist Jancelevici, showing a naked 
man stepping out of the sea and next 
to him the inscription: revertentur 
filii ad terminos suos (and thy chil- 
dren shall come again to their own 
border), in Latin and in Hebrew.

The Treasury department announced November 8 that the portrait of 
President Lyndon B. Johnson has been added to the series of engravings 
regularly on sale by the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. Actually, two 

portraits w^ere engraved and are on the 
bureau’s list, but they are nearly iden- 
tical except in size. Pictured here is No. 
35 on the list in its actual size. It is on 
a 6 by 8 inch card and is available at 
350 per print. The larger portrait is a 
little more than twice the size of the 
one illustrated, is on a 9 by 12 inch card, 
identified as No. 51 and priced at 550. 
Anyone wishing engraved portraits of 
the Presidents or any of the other en- 
gravings available should request a pur- 
chase order from the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing, Office Service Branch, 
14th and C Sts., S.W., Washington, D. C. 
20226. This order form lists the 83 en- 
gravings available, their sizes and prices, 
which range from 200 to $6.00 each. 

The production of the die for a new 
presidential portrait is quite involved and 
time consuming, explained Bureau Di- 
rector H. J. Holtzclaw. First, a bureau 
designer prepares models in two sizes 
from photographs and other material 
supplied by the White House. After these 
models have been approved by the Presi- 
dent, engravers are furnished with photographs from which hand engraved steel 
plates are made. So specialized is the engraving of miniature portraits like 
those prepared by the bureau that there are only a very limited number 
of men in the world today who can achieve the quality desired. As in the 
masterpiece of a great portrait painter, certain techniques and characteristics 
of the artist are apparent in the work of each engraver. These distinctive 
features could not be exactly duplicated by the original engraver himself, 
and certainly not by any other person. 

Proofs are made as the engraving progresses until the desired impression 
is obtained and approved by bureau and Treasury officials and the President 
himself. The steel die is then hardened and a cylindrical transfer made, 
from which a number of printing plates can be made as needed. The models 
for the new Johnson portraits were prepared by Victor S. McCloskey, Jr., 
a bureau designer. Approximately 226 hours were required for Richard M. 
Bower to engrave the die for the smaller portrait, while Charles A. Brooks 
spent about 608 hours engraving the larger die. 
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THE FUTURE OF U. S. COINAGE

There is very good reason to ques- 
tion whether a 50 per cent reduction 
in silver content would be sufficient. 
In this connection we ought to give 
sober consideration to Mexico’s expe- 
rience with debasement of its tradi- 
tional silver coinage. Long the world’s 
premier silver producer, Mexico origi- 
nally maintained a silver coinage 
which was 92.5 per cent fine. Infla- 
tion and rising silver prices forced 
debasement of the alloy in a series of 
steps to 10 per cent over a period of 
39 years. 

Short of a 50 per cent reduction in 
the silver content of all subsidiary 
coins, a number of expedients have 
been suggested which would involve 
the substitution of a base metal for 
silver in certain coins, with others 
continuing to be minted from silver. 
For example, continued use of the sil- 
ver dollar or the silver half-dollar has 
been proposed. Such a solution, with 
or without a reduction in silver con- 
tent, might actually overcome the 
coinage problem for a long time to 
come. Certainly the idea has a defi- 
nite sentimental appeal. 

However, I am convinced this ap- 
proach would represent bad public 
policy. The effect would be to involve 
the treasury department on a semi- 
permanent basis in the effort to main- 
tain a low-level ceiling on the price 
of silver, independent of the natural 
forces of the market. Whether at 
$1.38-plus or at some higher price 
level, the treasury would have to peg 
the price to avoid hoarding or melting 
down of the chosen coin. Although 
silver users might like to have a guar- 
antee against a steep rise in price, 
the treasury department’s market role 
clearly would be unfair to silver pro- 
ducers. More important, it would en- 
courage undue consumption of a natu- 
ral resource which is essential to 
United States national security and 
which is irreplaceable in many impor- 
tant industrial applications. If the 
price of silver were permitted to seek 
its natural level, less crucial uses 
would tend to be driven out of 
the market. From the standpoint of 
the national interest, such a develop- 
ment is not merely desirable but 


necessary. We have reached the point, 
I believe, where silver is too precious 
to be used as a coinage material. 

An examination of the issues com- 
pels me to recommend that silver 
coinage be eliminated altogether, ei- 
ther all at once or one coin at a time. 
Existing subsidiary coins will have to 
be defended at the $1.38-plus melt- 
down price during the transition pe- 
riod. But the strain would be far less 
severe than under any other approach. 
When the transition is complete, I 
should think it would be wise to set 
aside a suitable stockpile of silver 
for defense purposes — perhaps 300 to 
500 million ounces. 

Assuming that the decision is made 
to shift from silver to another metal, 
the key question is what metal. In 
my judgment, the answer can be 
reached only by measuring every pos- 
sible substitute material against a 
set of very definite criteria. Without 
claiming anything for the order, I 
would suggest the following list: 

First is a group of considerations 
having to do with what might be 
called “the public image’’ of the U. S. 
coinage system. I include under this 
heading such subjective criteria as the 
appearance of the coin, its color, its 
weight, its feel, its “ring” and the like. 

Second, and related to the first, are 
the wear characteristics — corrosion 
resistance, ability to retain mint lus- 
ter, and the usable life of the coin 
during which the surface imprint will 
be clearly visible. 

In both categories, I have in mind 
characteristics which are of primary 
concern to numismatists but which 
likewise will influence the acceptance 
of the new material by the average 
citizen. Although there is no law 
of nature to forbid the introduction 
of wooden nickels, or wampum, or 
what-have-you, I am firmly convinced 
the United States should have a qual- 
ity coinage, both for the sake of na- 
tional prestige and because the psy- 
chological adjustment will be easier. 
It would be desirable for the new ma- 
terial to have external characteristics 
similar to the characteristics of silver. 

In a third category, I would place 
certain production properties affecting 
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the handling of the material in coin- 
age — particularly its workability un- 
der reasonable conditions of produc- 
tion, the cost of production including 
wear and tear on mint machinery and 
dies, and the ability of the material to 
resist counterfeiting. 

In a fourth category, I would list 
susceptibility of the material to rela- 
tively simple physical tests which can 
be employed in automatic vending 
machines, pay telephones, juke boxes, 
and other coin-operated devices to as- 
sure acceptance of authentic U. S. 
coins and rejection of all counterfeits. 
In recent years, vending machines 
have assumed an increasingly impor- 
tant role in the United States econo- 
my, with sales running substantially 
in excess of a billion dollars annually 
— more, for example, than the total 
sales of the nation’s book and station- 
ery stores, or its camera stores, or its 
gift shops. The requirements of this 
vast industry should be considered in 
selecting a new coinage material. Phys- 
ical properties .of the new material 
should be such as to permit adapta- 
tion of vending machines to take both 
the new coins and the present coins 
on an equal footing during the transi- 
tional period. The cost of modifying 
the machines to achieve this, bal- 
anced against the other requirements 
of a good coinage system, should be 
as low as possible. 

Finally, I would list such economic 
considerations as the cost of the ma- 
terial and the sufficiency of supply. 
Obviously, it is imperative that we 
avoid the selection of any material 
where there is a prospect that the 
silver experience will be repeated. 
For this reason, whatever their other 
characteristics, I would be against the 
use of newer materials with patterns 
of demand and supply as yet un- 
settled. 

These five broad categories — the 
subjective criteria, the wear charac- 
teristics, the production properties, 
the adaptability to coin acceptance 
tests, and economic considerations — 
are all of very great importance. 
None of them can be sacrificed, in my 
opinion. 

NickeFs Qualities Known 

While a large number of materials 
have been suggested as possible re- 
placements for silver, may I say that, 
in my opinion, the material which 
compiles the best all-around score on 
these criteria is nickel. 

The experience of other countries 
with nickel coinage has been excel- 


lent, as is attested by its increasing 
use. Switzerland first employed pure 
nickel in the 20 centime piece in 1881. 
Canada has employed pure nickel for 
its 5 cent piece since 1922. France in 
1960 adopted nickel for its new franc. 
In recent years, nickel has been used 
in India’s decimal rupee and its 25 
and 50 naye paise coins, in Japan’s 
50 yen piece, in The Netherland’s 10 
and 25 cent coins, in Pakistan’s 25 
and 50 paisa, in the Greek 10 drachma 
piece, and in coinage of many other 
countries. Earlier this year, South 
Africa announced its intention of re- 
placing its silver alloy coinage with 
nickel for 5, 10, 20 and 50 cent coins. 

One of the reasons nickel is increas- 
ing in popularity is that it clearly 
meets what I have called the sub- 
jective criteria. Nickel makes up into 
a silvery coin — whiter than a low- 
silver alloy — and takes an extremely 
sharp impression. Nickel coins have 
an excellent feel and a good “ring,” 
and there is no perceptible difference 
in weight compared with the same size 
coin in silver. 

The experience of other countries 
demonstrates that the wear character- 
istics of nickel are superior to those 
of other metals, including silver, and 
there are no particular minting prob- 
lems. While production of nickel coins 
requires somewhat different melting 
and rolling equipment from those 
used for silver, the production process 
is not especially difficult and wear and 
tear on mint dies is not excessive. One 
of nickel’s production properties — its 
high melting point — is a definite asset 
in preventing counterfeiting. 

None Found Perfect 

With respect to the vending ma- 
chine acceptance problem, it is my 
understanding that few, if any, of 
the materials currently being consid- 
ered as a possible substitute for silver 
are entirely satisfactory. I also un- 
derstand that metallurgists are ap- 
proaching a solution which holds 
promise of permitting coins produced 
from an alloy with a high nickel con- 
tent to be accepted in existing coin- 
operated devices with adjustments 
that could be made at reasonable cost. 

Finally, with regard to adequacy of 
supply, I think it is obvious that the 
utilization of nickel for coinage would 
not make a major impact on the total 
consumption of such a widely-used 
metal. The pattern of supply and de- 
mand for nickel is well established, 
and there is no known reason to an- 
ticipate any disruption of this pattern. 
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Furthermore, it is worth noting that 
the treasury department would be 
backstopped if it decided on nickel 
coinage by the fact that the govern- 
ment already owns a very large stock- 
pile of surplus nickel — some 340 mil- 
lion pounds — which it considers to be 
in excess of strategic requirements, 
which could be made available for 
coinage use. 

For all of these reasons, I am per- 
suaded that nickel coinage would sat- 
isfy any logical criteria for selecting 
a suitable material. Perhaps it can be 
shown that this also is true with re- 
gard to other substitute materials, and 
certainly all should be thoroughly 
and objectively examined on their 
merits. 

Must Be Prompt — and Orderly 

In my judgment, however, the criti- 
cal decision — which must be made 
promptly — is to abandon silver coin- 
age in an orderly manner, while the 
silver problem remains subject to con- 
trol. Silver coinage has gone hand- 
in-hand with civilization through most 
of recorded history. For at least 2,500 
years, silver has played a leading role 
in world commerce, first in the form 


of the stater and the drachma 
of ancient Greece, then the Roman 
denarius, then the medieval silver 
penny, later groats and testoons, ulti- 
mately the taler, piece of eight or dol- 
lar itself. Undeniably silver coinage 
has served the world well. But now 
the time has come, after 2,500 years, 
to set sentiment aside and to close out 
the career of silver, recognizing that 
the commercial needs of modern so- 
ciety, with its vast industrial appetites 
and its exploding population, no longer 
can be met in the old way. 

While I do not underestimate the 
complications attending a changeover, 
I am convinced that the pattern of 
events permits no other solution. The 
timing, the choice of a substitute, the 
method, must be determined by the 
proper authorities. It is obvious, how- 
ever that a leisurely pace cannot be 
afforded. In my personal opinion, as 
an interested observer, circumstances 
seem to dictate that a final decision 
on coinage materials should be made 
within the next year, and that the 
government should then move as 
swiftly as possible to make the neces- 
sary changes in order to forestall a 
major crisis. 


Obituaries 

ANTHONY DE FRANCISCI 

Anthony De Francisci, one of this country’s best known medallic sculptors, 
died in his sleep of a heart attack at his home in New York City on October 20. 
He was 77 years old but still working at his profession, having completed the 
design for the Kennedy memorial medal to be issued by the National Com- 
memorative Society only three days before his sudden death. 

The youngest of a family of 10 children born in Palermo, Sicily, De 
Francisci developed his artistic talents while still a boy by carving with his 
father, who was in the marble business. He came to the United States in 
1903, studied at Cooper Union, the Art Student’s League and the National 
Academy of Design. After serving as an apprentice to several sculptors, he 
started his independent career in 1912. 

To numismatists, his best known work is the design for the 1921 “peace” 
dollar, which bears a liberty head for which De Francisci’s wife is said to 
have served as the model. Among his other designs are the World War II 
veterans’ discharge button, known as the “ruptured duck” and given to mil- 
lions of American service men; a gold medal presented by Congress to Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing; and an engineering society medal given to former 
President Hoover, who also died on October 20. He designed a number of 
medals for commercial firms, including the Ford Company’s 50th anniversary 
medal. He also taught art and received honors from a number of art organi- 
zations. 

Mr. De Francisci is survived by his widow and one daughter Mrs. Gilda 
Slate. 


ASHER H. LEATHERMAN, A.N.A. NO. 4402 
Asher H. Leatherman, 76, died sometime during the night of October 23 
of what medical authorities termed “a stroke brought on by fright.” His body 
was discovered the next morning in his home in Doylestown, Pa., which had 
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been robbed of several thousand dollars worth of coins. There was evidence 
that he had been tied up and injured. 

Mr. Leatherman was an accountant but had devoted his entire time to 
coin collecting since retiring from the Reading Railroad 11 years ago. He 
had been a collector since about 1930 and was reputed to have an extensive 
collection but much of it was kept in a local bank vault. He had traveled 
extensively in recent years and set up a number of exhibits for banks, as 
well as writing frequently on his hobby. As a dealer he maintained an office 
in his home and the lack of evidence of forceful entry leads police to believe 
that the robber or robbers were known to Mr. Leatherman, possibly as pro- 
spective customers. 

Survivors include three sons, Rev. John Leatherman, a missionary in 
Tanganyika, East Africa; Harry of Uniondale, N. Y.; and Richard of Rich- 
mond, Va.; a daughter, Mrs. Alice Fulmer; eight grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren. Mr. Leatherman’s wife, Alice, preceded him in death 
in 1954. Funeral services were held in the Doylestown Mennonite Church. 


ARTHUR W. MERRITT, A.N.A. NO. 26467 

Arthur W. Merritt, 65, passed away in Osteopathic Hospital in South Bend, 
Ind., on October 25. His birthplace was Toronto, Canada, but he had lived in 
Mishawaka, Ind. the last 22 years. 

Mr. Merritt collected coins for over 50 years, first becoming interested 
in the coins and tokens of Canada. His specialties were Canadian and British 
Empire coins, a field in which he was considered an expert. He was a 
founder of the South Bend Coin Club and held many offices in it. He was 
the founding secretary of the Indiana State Numismatic Association and 
served with distinction as its third president. At the time of death he was 
its historian. He was a member of many numismatic organizations. 

Always active in his hobby, he gave generously of his time and talents 
for the good of numismatics. A man of high ideals, he never failed to com- 
plete tasks when called upon — always giving a little more time than necessary 
to fulfill the job properly. He was especially fond of children and devoted 
many hours to encouraging and helping them in collecting pursuits. Known as 
“Doc” to his many, many friends, he will be truly missed by all who knew 
him. 

Surviving are five brothers and three sisters, all of Canada, and his 
widow, Muriel, who always accompanied him to the many numismatic con- 
ventions and shows that he attended. — JED 


ELMER C. TUPPER, A.N.A. NO. 6267 

Elmer C. Tupper, 67, of Minneapolis, Minn, died on October 10 after a 
brief illness. For a long time he was a general collector of U. S. coins, but in 
later years he specialized in paper money, particularly uncut sheets. 

Always interested in local history, Mr. Tupper served the Northwest Coin 
Club as historian for many years up to the time of his passing away. He was 
one of the very early members of the club and was made a life member only 
last year. He formed a large collection of photographs and other material 
dealing with the early history of Camden, the part of Minneapolis in which 
he lived. Helping churches and other organizations with historical research 
was another of his activities. 

Elmer Tupper will be remembered best as one who always helped when 
something had to be done, such as with exhibits, in committee meetings and 
at conventions.

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GOLD COINS OF THE BYZANTINE EMPIRE

H aving acquired 100 unusu- 
ally fine Byzantine gold pieces, 
I was quick to accept an invitation to 
exhibit the collection at the California 
Palace of the Legion of Honor, only 
to learn that its preparation for dis- 
play was not a simple task. 

This beautiful museum (usually 
identified simply as The Legion) was 
a gift to the city of San Francisco 
from Mr. and Mrs. Adolph B. Spreckels 


100,000 prints. Temporary exhibits 
covering every field and every period 
are continually being arranged and 
constantly changed. Next year's ex- 
hibits will include the great Iranian 
show, touring eight American cities. 
Last year Tutankhamen's (King 
Tut's) golden treasures were on dis- 
play. 

The Legion has offered many one- 
man shows. This writer enjoyed

in 1924, dedicated to the memory of 
California soldiers killed in the first 
World War. Situated on a hilltop in 
Lincoln Park, it overlooks the Golden 
Gate and the entire city spread out 
below. 

The building, of French classical de- 
sign of the Louis XVI period, is pat- 
terned after the Palace of the Legion 
of Honor in Paris. At its entrance 
stand three monumental sculptures : 
Rodin's Thinker, and Jeanne d'Arc 
and El Cid by Anne Hyatt Hunting- 
ton. 

The Legion, though relatively young, 
has acquired permanent exhibits and 
collections of oustanding paintings, 
sculptures, furniture, tapestries, por- 
celain, and the Achenbach Foundation 
of Graphic Arts display of more than 


splendid cooperation from the Legion's 
staff, and since it may set a pattern 
for similar shows in other cities, a 
report on how it was handled might 
be of interest. 

On the ground floor of the museum 
building is a rotunda with seven show 
cases arranged near the entrance to 
the Little Theater, located in the 
basement and seating 345 persons. 
Five of the cases are set in a semi- 
circle, with one case on each side, near 
the stairways. These seven show cases 
housed the Byzantine collection (Fig. 
1 ). 

In each show case is a list of the 
coins displayed, the names of the em- 
perors in whose reign they were 
minted, the dates and duration of the 
reigns, and the denominations of the 
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Fig. 2. Details of one of the exhibits 


coins. The exhibit was divided into 
groups according to the chronology of 
the dynasties. 

These show cases are lined with 
black felt, each case having its in- 
dividual and unique lighting. The 
coins are positioned upright, sup- 
ported by wooden blocks of varying 
height, all arranged with minute care. 
This arrangement, though difficult to 
achieve, has its advantages, as the 
diffuse lighting shows the designs and 
the relief in the best way. 

Fig. 2 gives an idea of the arrange- 
ment of the coins, and Fig. 3 shows 
some of the coins in actual size, from 
case No. 7. 

While the coins of Greece excel in 
an artistic sense, carrying their city's 
badge — the owl, the pegasus, the 
turtle — and Roman coins publicize 
the emperor's virtues, deeds, and ac- 
complishments, Byzantine coinage is 
characterized by a single idea, a com- 
bination of state and church, some- 


times emphasizing the state, at other 
times emphasizing the church. 

The Byzantine empire lasted more 
than 1,000 years. In 383 A.D., Emperor 
Theodosius I the Great, (after the 
division of the Roman empire into two 
parts) designated his elder son, Ar- 
cadius, to be his successor and rule 
the eastern half of the empire, with 
his capital in Constantinople. 

Theodosian and Leonine Dynasties: 

379-518 A.D. 

The style of this coinage, with pro- 
file and facing busts, follows the west- 
ern (Roman) pattern. Toward the 
end, under Anastasius, a transition 
begins, which leads toward the Byzan- 
tine style. In this period and the next, 
Germanic tribes such as the Vandals, 
Ostrogoths, Visigoths, and Lombards, 
imitated the Byzantine coinage. Some 
typical examples of Theodoric, king of 
the Ostrogoths, are shown separately.

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Heraclian Dynasty: 610-717 A.D. 

Coinage of this dynasty is plentiful 
and varied. Two or more rulers appear 
on one coin, and the bearded head of 
the senior emperor is quite majestic. 
Under the first reign of Justinian II 
we see, for the first time on coins, 
the portrait of Christ. It is beauti- 
fully designed, a work of art of the 
highest order. 

Isaurian and Amorian Dynasties: 

717-867 A.D. 

During this period an important 
event took place, the iconoclastic move- 
ment, which lasted, with one inter- 
ruption, for well over 100 years. 
Numismatically it deserves mention 
that after a lapse of about 300 years, 
the portrait of an empress reappears 
— Irene with her son, Constantine VI. 
This is a very rare piece. 

Macedonian Dynasty: 867-1059 A.D. 

A new apex is reached. The render- 
ing of Constantine VII with Romanus 
I, both standing, is impressive. The 
coins become broader and thinner, and 
a new technique comes into being. It 
is called scyphate, or cup-shaped. The 
reason for it is not clear, one explana- 
tion being that the coins can easier 
be stacked. 

Ducas, Comnenian and 

Angeles Dynasties: 1059-1204 A.D. 

The decline becomes visible. While 
the normal weight is retained, the 
coinage frequently was alloyed with 
silver or base metals, and has a pale 
appearance. Remarkable is the coin 
of Alexius I; the luxury of the court 


is demonstrated by the emperor in full 
regal vestment, the imperial silken 
mantle adorned all over with precious 
stones. 

The Interim: 1204-1258 A.D. 

With the conquest of Constantinople 
by the Crusaders in 1204 A.D., the 
empire was split up into feudal prin- 
cipalities, the so-called empires of 
Nicea, Thessalonica, and Trebizond. 
We show a few coins from Nicea and 
two typical issues from Trebizond. 
The silver coin of Theodore I Lascaris 
is of extreme rarity. 

Palaeologaean Dynasty: 

1258-1453 A.D. 

Michael VIII, the first of the dynasty, 
reconquered Constantinople and ruled 
over a shrunken empire. It remained 
a center of art, but the two century 
rule of the Palaeologues show its de- 
cline. This is well mirrored in the 
coinage, ambitious in design but poor 
in technical execution. Typical for 
this, and the political situation in gen- 
eral, is the reverse of many consecu- 
tive issues showing the Virgin in 
praying attitude over the walls of 
Constantinople. The last decades of 
the dynasty passed in the “uttermost 
depth of wretchedness” but led into 
the rebirth of art, the Renaissance. 
When John went to Rome to plead for 
help against the Turks, Pisanello cre- 
ated the famous medal of this em- 
peror. A few years later the Turks 
conquered Constantinople, and their 
Sultan entered the Hagia Sophia to 
the cries of “Mohammed is the prophet 
of God.”

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Numismatic Vignettes 


■ We hear much about the coin 
shortage and the U. S. Mint’s efforts 
to produce more coins. Have you 
wondered about a shortage of paper 
“money?” No, and it isn’t altogether 
because of the plentiful supply of 
paper and ink, and the number of 
printing presses in operation. During 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1963, 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing released for use a total of 1,710,- 
768,000 notes having a face value of 
$9,906,568,000. The corresponding fig- 
ures for the following year, ending 
June 30, 1964, show the need was only 
0.7 per cent greater in number of 
notes and was 5.56 per cent less in 
dollar value. Prediction: When com- 
pared with fiscal year 1964, figures 
for the year ending June 30, 1965, will 
show reductions in both number of 
notes and dollar value! Oh well, the 
government will save money, since it 
costs nearly a cent to produce each 
note. 

■ It has been said that “Hell hath no 
fury like a woman scorned.” I will 
not admit to any experience but have 
no reason to doubt the statement. 
However, a reply to a letter written 
recently to a West Coast club secre- 
tary convinces me that Heaven hath 
no joy like a woman praised. After 
receiving her letter saying, in part, 
“your words of praise have made me 
feel ten feet tall,” I looked back to 
see what I’d written to her. Actually, 
my letter was neither flattering or 
flowery — it stated my views about 
her meeting reports rather conserva- 
tively. Flattery is a base coin, as 
has been said, but a word of praise 
deserved and sincerely spoken is 
worth more than the purest coin. And, 
like the purest coin, it is too seldom 
offered. 

■ This paper money collector — “rag 
picker” to hard money collectors — has 
several of the clearing house certifi- 
cates of 1907 which were issued dur- 
ing the money panic in the fall of 
that year. Acquiring a new denomi- 
nation prompted showing the little 
collection at a recent club meeting. 
Like so many other items related to 
paper money, these certificates have 
historical significance for out of a 
study of this panic was born the Fed- 
eral Reserve system. The 12 “Fed” 
banks observed their fiftieth birthday 
on November 16, having opened for 


business on that day in 1914. Some- 
times we question the quality of our 
present paper money because it is 
based on debt, but at least we have 
enough of it to keep the wheels turn- 
ing.

■ Recently we received one of those 
letters on how to make money in 
your spare time. What was intriguing 
about it was this statement: “I will 
write in detail . . . and will absolutely 
and conditionally guarantee to show 
you how to earn . . Was this a 
typographical error, or was the pro- 
moter being more truthful and frank 
than most of them are? We might 
have written to find out, of course, 
but didn’t care to get involved any 
further in cosmetics. 

While not numismatic in itself, this 
come-along letter reminded us some- 
how of some of the promotional ad- 
vertising one sees in publications in 
the numismatic field. Unethical and 
immoral, if not downright illegal! Yet 
who is the more guilty — the promoter 
or those who condone and cater to 
him? He who would thrive on av- 
arice, cupidity and greed must look 
to those who are his counterpart.

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ROBBERIES AND THEFTS 

Summary of investigation reported at the November 9 MNS meeting. 

In light of the many continuing nation-wide coin robberies, and past and 
recent robberies of several Missouri Numismatic Society members, the Society’s 
anonymous Theft Investigating Committee made a tape recorded report at the 
November meeting. This report, which analyzed in detail the three recent rob- 
beries of members Joe Rataj, Eric Newman and Anthony Rataj, revealed the 
forcing of a window and the springing of two door locks as methods of entry. 
It concluded that all the robberies were perpetrated by persons who had first 
“cased” the various establishments themselves or had worked with a “finger” 
who provided the desired information. In all three cases, only valuable and/or 
rare and unusual items were taken, indicating that the thief was proficient in 
current day numismatic selling values. 

To combat future coin thefts, and to aid in apprehending the thieves, the 
committee proposed a five-point program. (1) That every major coin club in 
the country set up a committee on investigation to assist their members in a 
method of protection. (2) That the individual committees maintain close con- 
tact with local police departments, not only after a robbery but before as well 
in checking out prospective victims among the club members. (3) That a defi- 
nite plan of all-round protection be employed by purchasing coins from reputable 
persons only; by not showing valuable coins promiscuously, and never to 
strangers, and by keeping a record of all such showings, especially in one’s 
home; by maintaining an accurate record of holdings; by keeping valuable 
items in a safe deposit box at a bank; by marking coins for positive and safe 
identification; and by purchasing and maintaining a blanket insurance policy 
for fire, theft and burglary. (4) That a bill of sale be requested from the 
dealer or seller, as future proof of ownership. (5) That in the case of valuable 
coins, sets or groups, a title of ownership showing all known past owners be 
established, designed to accompany the coins in the event of ownership changes. 

The committee suggested further that the utmost precautions be taken to 
protect holdings by using a door lock which cannot be opened merely by cutting 
the screen and breaking the glass. A Siegle lock was suggested. Also, the use 
of chains on all doors to prevent forced entry when answering a door bell. 
Keep a record of phony sounding telephone calls asking for odd names, es- 
pecially on weekends when many burglaries occur between the hours of 5 and 
9 p.m. Repeated calls bearing these aspects should be reported to the police. 
Report any suspects immediately to the police and the club’s officers who will 
relay the report to the investigating committee. 

The committee related in detail an incident demonstrating the method of 
operation of one would-be thief. At 4 p.m. one day, a man presented himself 
at the home of one of the Society’s members and asked the lady of the house 
for her husband on the pretense of discussing work. Upon being informed that 
the husband was not at home, he left saying that he would be back later. About 
15 minutes later, the lady received a phone call from a man professing to be 
an ambulance driver who had just taken her accident-victim husband to a hos- 
pital. He stated that he was told to notify her to go to the hospital at once. 
Acting upon a natural impulse, she prepared to depart for the hospital; but 
a premonition that something was peculiar prompted her to phone her hus- 
band’s place of business. Upon learning that apparently nothing was wrong, 
she then phoned the city hospital to verify her husband’s condition. Finding 
the story to be untrue, she immediately phoned the police to whom she gave a 
careful description of her earlier visitor. 

This man apparently realized that he could not force an entrance to the 
house earlier because of the chain on the door, and used this ruse to get the 
lady away from the house. Only the foresight and clear thinking of the lady 
forestalled what most certainly would have been another robbery. The com- 
mittee asked that any suspicious character answering this man’s description 
be reported to the Society’s officers, and recommends that all such incidents 
bearing possible ruse aspects be checked into. It recommends further that 
particular security precautions be taken in times of grief in the family, as 
many thieves pay particular attention to newspaper death notices, knowing 
that homes are often left vacant at such times. 

Editor’s note: It may be too much to hope that all robberies can be prevented, 
but the above report provides good food for thought. By giving consideration to the 
problem and taking reasonable precautions, the temptation to try, and the proba- 
bility of a successful larceny, can be lessened greatly.

In 
recognition of Armistice Day, Robert Mc- 
Namara displayed his son’s collection of 
Congressional Medals of Honor. A Navy 
one of 1861 was designed by Paquet, 
showing anchors. An eagle and cannon 
balls were on an Army one of 1862, and 
the Marines had one in 1904 known as 
the “brevet” medal.

Several announcements and a special 
feature marked as unusual the Novem- 
ber 9 meeting of Missouri Numismatic 
Society, A.N.A. 7183, in the Hotel Shera- 
ton Jefferson in St. Louis.

(Editor’s note: This fine report 
will be published as a separate item in 
this or a future issue of The Numis- 
matist.) Following this illuminating and 
helpful report, the Society voted to stage 
a coin festival annually. President A1 
Wick reported a contribution of $100 by 


Scotchman’s Coin Shop toward the ex- 
penses of two of our members who rep- 
resented us in presenting an invitation 
at the Cleveland convention last August 
to the A.N.A. to hold its 1970 conven- 
tion in St. Louis. We gratefully acknowl- 
edge this generous aid to the Society’s 
efforts to promote numismatics in its 
area. The members present voted to 
raise the adult membership dues to $4 
and the junior dues to $2, effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1965. Program Chairman Mel 
Hock announced that a prize will be 
awarded at the end of the fiscal year 
to the person presenting the best pro- 
gram at a meeting. The presentation of 
15 applications for membership indi- 
cated general approval of the lifting of 
the 300 membership maximum hereto- 
fore in effect. Mel Hock presented a 
comprehensive talk on early American 
Colonial coins, prepared by A1 Wick. We 
learned that the first English-American 
coins were struck about 1616 and were 
known as “Hoggies” because they de- 
picted a hog on one side. The name 
Sommer Islands originated from Sir 
George Somers whose ship was wrecked 
there in 1609, but was changed to Ber- 
muda Islands for Juan Bermudez who 
is believed to have arrived there about 
1515. Wampum was the first medium of 
exchange in the New England colonies 
and was endorsed by Massachusetts in 
1637 and used until the law was re- 
pealed in 1661. It was made of shells, 
usually black and white, ground down 
and drilled for stringing on leather 
thongs. Other items, such as tobacco, 
corn, pelts and bullets, were used also, 
as were various foreign coins received 
from the West Indies trade. As time 
went on, the Spanish pieces of eight and 
their fractional coins became practically 
the standard of colonial money. The 
first mint in the American Colonies was 
established in Boston in 1651, and the 
New England shillings were authorized 
in 1652. For various reasons, these al- 
most plain discs were discontinued very 
quickly in favor of the famous pine 
tree shillings. John Hull was the mint 
master and continued to produce these 
coins for many years, but always re- 
taining the 1652 date. He concluded with 
the 1652 “Good Samaritan Shilling,” 
thought by some to have been struck as 
a pattern at the Boston mint. In re- 
vealing this and much additional infor- 
mation on the subject, Hock gave us 
a new insight into colonial coinage and 
tempted some to study it further. — 
Bernice Stevenson, Publ. Chm.
